DREADWOOD, 8 D., July 9.—(Special.)—
F. M. Brown of this city has returned from
Plankinton, where he attended the meet-
ing of the Board of Charitles and Correction
and witnessed the change of management
which placed W. H. Thompking of Rapid
City In charge as superintendent,

Mr. Brown told graphically of the mutiny
of the Inmailes of the reform school which
occurred on Saturday when the new super-
intendent took charge of the Institution,

The boys of the Inatitution were out piay-
Ing ball and when they were ordered to
form in line to march Into the bullding
they started to run from the guards.
Superintendent Thompkins called all the
guards together and the employes of the
#ochool and sent word to the sheriff of the
ocounty and a general run wag made afier the
escaping boys, About twenty-seven made
their escape. They were overtaken in little
groups and all brought back excepting two,
a large Norweglan and an Indian, who were
stlll at large when Mr. Brown started for
home.

The leader of the mutiny was & young
man named John Wilflams, 21 years old, who
stated that ha and some of the other boys
had been planning te break out for some
thme and had decided to make it at the time
the new management took charge.

Mr. Hrown states that while some of the
boys wers returning to the school they
shouted all manner of slurring words against
the “popn,’”” saying many times that the
“pops’’ can't keep us,

Another thing that made [t hard for the
new superintendent to get the gchool started
was the golng out of nearly all of the
teachers In the institution. He had to put
In new Instroctors and it was feared it
would be & diMounlt thing to get the school
at work again. A reception war given the
new superintendent and the new teachers
on Friday evening.

DESIRE A GOLD STANDARD

Decinion of the English Government
Not to Revert to a Sliver
Baais Approved,

LONDON, July 9.—The report of the par-
liamentary committee on Indian currency
just fesued in the form of a blue book, ap-
proves the decision of the government not
to revert to a silver standard.

It states that it would be impossible to
maintain the status quo permanently and
theretore recommends that measures he
taken to Introduce a gold standard with the
British sovereign as legal tender and ad-
viges that the Indlan mints be allowed to
coin gold with restriction on the same terms
ns the American mints, Finally the com-
mittee recommended fixing the rupee rate
at 16 pence.

The report says Iin conclusion: *‘The ef-
fective establishment of a gold standard is
of parnmount Iimportance to the material
Interests of Indla, not only to promote ex-
Isting trade, but to encourage the influx of
capital."”

SIX KILLED AT A CROSSING

¥Fatal Accident to man Ohlo Family
While Passing Over a Hall-
rond Track,

The accldent occurred at the Woodward
avenue crossing of the Big Four railroad.
Mr. and Mrs. Relnhard and their five chil-
dren were out for a d¢lve In a surrey.
They arrived at the cre sing just as a
westhound passengoer train was due. An
evewitness of the accident sald he saw
the surrey crogseing the tracks and at Lhe
same Instant it was struck by the train,

The carrlage was struck and Mr. and
Mrs. Reinhard and Arthur and Karl were
killed outright. Edward and Willlam were
g0 badly injured that they died afier be-
Ing removed to a hospital. Clarence sus-
tained severe injuries, but It is believed
he will recover. The horse was literally
ground to pieces, The crossing has long
been regarded as a dangerous one, view
of Incoming trains being obscured by a
high fence. The train was running at a

high speed.
THREE VESSELS GO ASHORE
Two Schoonern nand n Steamer

Denched During a Sever Gale
on Lake Erle,

OLEVBELAND, 0., July 5—Thres vessels
wont ashore last night during the gale on
Lake Erie. They were the schooners George
H., Warmington apd Sophla Minch and the
stenmer Sequin. The Warmington and Minch
were in tow of the steamer John N, Glidden,

The left Ashtabula early in the evening
on thelr way up the lake. Beveral miles
west of Ashiabula the Glidden cut loose from
the two schooners and they were permitted
to drift ashore. It was after midnight be-
fore the life-saving crew got to the wreck.
The crew of the Minch, consisting of six
men and one woman, was taken off. The
crew of the Warmington remaiped on board
during the night.

The BSequin tried to brave the storm,
but her wheel broke and she drifted on the
beach n the trough of the sea, hor crew re-
maining on board. The three boats are hard
aground, but it Is believed the Sequin and
Warmington can be saved without trouble
and possibly the Minch can be pulled off
also. The sea moderated today.

JONES IS NOT A CANDIDATE

Mayor of Toledo Denies That He is
in Race for Ohio Gov-
ernorahip Now.

TOLEDO, 0., July 8.—Mayor Jones today
took occasion to deny the stories that have
been printed to the efect that he expects
to be a candidate for governor in case John
R, MoLean is wmominated by the democrats,

triot.'*
His Charncter ns o1 Man,
From the standpeint of one who had

known him Intimately for many yvears, Rev.
J. W. Shank spoke of the characteristics of
the bishop as a man. He sald that we
know litile of Bishop Newman's ancestry,
but we kpnow that he must have come of
royal stock. He inherited an imperial man-
hood and it characterized both his person-
ality and his work. All great men have
faith in themselves and he was one of them.
He reallzed, however, that to be truly great
he must ally himself with the greateet power
in the universe. He related the history of
his conversion and fallawed this with several
incldents of his early pastorates to illustrate
his lofty purpoee, his unfailing courage and
his fast friendship.

"“Bishop Newman, the Orator"” was con-
egldered by Rev. M. W. Chase of the First
church in the following e¢loguent eulogy:

Orators are born and not made. John P,
Newman wus a great orator, Nature richly
endowed him with all that goes to make ora-
torical power. Like Webster he was of fm-
mense stature, with head and brain of un-
usual slze, but with fine cofassic features
und large, lustrous eyes. Added to this he
had the self-possession and poise of an or-
ator. There was power in his magnificent
presence, His volee wag In perfect harmony
with his splendid physique. It sounded the
gamut. Always smooth and resonant, often
a8 gentle as that of a child, It rose to mighty
volume on ovcasion and with excltement be-
came vehement and full of passion,

All of this wag enhanced by a broad and
thorough culture, wide travel and remark-
ably keen powers of observation. He pos-
sessed the instinets of the orator. The comn-
mon-place filtering through his brain be-
came the extroordinary. In style he was a
marvel of versatility, He possessed the for-
ensi¢ power of a Demosthenes coupled with
the rhetorieal finish of a Cleero. He com-
bined the erudition of a Gladstone and the
taste and grace of @ Chesterfield. He was
a8 argumentutive and loglcal as was Wal-
ster, yet ns flowery as Iogersoll. He was
probably the best representative of the old
English school of oratory among our blsh-
ops from the beglnnlng and second 1o none
In the nation since the immortal Webster

His publie utterapdes were embelllshed
with the wit apd brillapcy which gave the
unigue charm to his manoer In private con-
versation Blshop Newman possesied the
soul of an orator. Without this all the rest
of his endowment would have made bim
capable of the highest exercise of hig uther
powers,

The soul of oratory is feeling and the
sentiment und passion which Aow therefrom,
Birong as mey be s matter and beautiful
Wi oAy .be s form oratory I nevertheless
A dead and uselessa thing until it 18 anlmated
by Its Hving soul, Therefore, when John P
Newman responded to the call of the Chris-
tian ministry he entered the richest field
of opportunity for the smployment of his ex.
traordinary natural gifte.  Justructive and
masterful upon the rostrum, the pufpit was,
after all, the throne of his power,

THREATEN TO LYNCH A NEGRO

Crowd in n Pennsylvania Town Mnke
Things @uite Lively for a
Colored Mnn.

PITTSBURAG, July 9.—Blenwood, a suburb
of this city. was thrown into great excite-
ment this evening by the threatened lyneh-
ilng of a young negro named Danlel Secotl.
Scott with three companions, wen' o a
mill worker's camp near Hayes station
where a game of “oraps'’” was spon started
with several of the millmen. Scoil Jost
his all on a throw and grabbed the money
and ran with the erowd at his heels,

Patrick Murte caught up to him and de-
manded the money. Scott pulled his revolver
and fired at Murte, the ball grazing hls
shoulder and knocking him to the ground
without real injury. Scott fled but was
caught on the Blenwood bridge, where a
crowd of sgeseral hundred men gathered.

Murto's companions, thinking he had been
murdered, wanted to lyonch the negro. No
rope being at hand some wanted to throw
him over the bridge. Before the pollce ar-
rived to rescue him, Scott had been used for
n foolball by the crowd and was a sorry
looking object when landed in the station
house. Scott claime his revolver was loaded
with blank cartridges.

SYSTEMATIZED RELIEF WURK

Task of l'rovldlu_s_t;r Flood Sufferers
in Texns in Golng on
Satisfactory.

GALVESTON, July 9—Relief work In the
Brazos flooded district has been systema-
tized, three rellef tralns having left Hous-
ton, Galveston and Ban Antonlo dally. Prob-
ably 20,000 negroes sare belug fed now and
will need to be sustained for some time by
the rellef commlittees. The water is fall-
Ing at all poluts except In Hrazoria county.

All sorts of estimates are made as to the
amount of the cotton loss. An estimate of
60 per cent is considéred conservative. ‘This
would mean a money loss of  §5.000,000,
The mouey loss sustialned by the destruction
of other crops, fencing, stock and bridges
will be 32,600,000, while the loss to rall-
roads Is probably $1,000,000, making a total
of §8,000,000,

Reports recelved from thirteen counties
show a loss of thirty-geven lives from
drowning.

The mob left the negro
hanging to a telegraph pole and six min-
utes later he was cut down by the town
marshal and tuken back to the county Jail
where he  recovered wonsclousness, The
negro is still alive, but cannot live.

pola, where he hung for six minutes, when
he was cut down by Marshal Pippert. The
erowd, believing him dead, permitted the
offficer to take him bhack to Jail and dis-
persed.

A% a resull  of a review  of Presldeng
Bchurman's dispatches Seeretary Hay has
asked Brigadler General Bates at Manila to
go ta the Sulu group to copeult with the
sultan of Sulu regarding the future af
those [glands. The authorities will pot df-
vilge the nuture of the Instructions to Gen-
eral Bates, hut it |s understood there is no
dlsposition here to Infringe on the sdltan's
authority, provided he nacknowledges the
soverelgnly of the United ®tates. General
Bates will explain the frlendly purpose of
this government and if nocessary will agree
that this government shall pay him a small
annuity, as was done by the Spaniards.

President Schurman reported that the Sul-
tan was quite willing (o transfer his al-
legiance on condition that {reatles helween
himself and Spaln were respected by the
United States.
